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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: It is argued that the Examiner acknwledges that 
Tennent fails... presence of hydrogen. This is not persuasive because Tennent discloses the contacting may be carried out in the presence 
of hydrogen (column 4, lines 4-5) and "nano-sized" carbon fibers. 

It is argued that further, Tennent in Examples 1 1-33 discloses the synthesis of the fibrils. This is not persuasive for the reasons above. 

It is argued that the Examiner states that... catalyst in inert gas. This is not persuasive because Applicant asserts that hydrogen is not an 
inert gas, yet defines hydrogen as an inert gas in the instant specification and claims (see claim 10). 

It is argued that the Examiner further argues that Tennent discloses "nano-sized... of 0.5-5 microns." This is not persuasive because 
Applicant claims a catalyst on a substrate having a particle size of 0.5-5 microns. Thus, Applicant's claimed size does is not specifically 
applied to the catalyst as distinct from the support or product, as Applicant appears to suggest. 

It is argued that finally, the independent claims 1 and 38... carbon nanotubes. This is not persuasive because the claimed nanostructures 
are produced by the same process, have the same size, and are described as fibrils, which would obviously, to one of ordinary skill, 
suggest a tubular shape, such as a single-walled nanotube shape and structure. 
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
